Dalton-in-Furness  Urban  District,  1915. 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Dalton-in- Furness  Urban 

District  Council. 

Gentlemen, 

The  time  has  again  arrived  when  it  becomes  my  duty,  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  to  submit  to 
you  my  Annual  Report  dealing  with  the  sanitary  condition  of  the  district 
over  which  you  exercise  control,  and  over  which  I have  supervision  as 
Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

INSPECT  ION  OF  DISTRICT— I have  no  hesitation  in  assuring  you 
that  the  district  is  kept  under  regular  and  careful  supervision. 
Systematic  inspections  are  made,  and  when  necessitated  by 
the  outbreak  of  infectious  disease,  or  complaint  of  insanitary 
conditions  special  inspections  are  made. 

SANITARY  CONDITION  AND  PROGRESS.  — WAT  ER  SUPPLY. 
Notwithstanding  the  unprecedented  drought  which  was  exper- 
ienced in  the  latter  part  of  the  Summer  and  throughout  the 
Autumn,  no  great  inconvenience  was  caused  through  any  failure 
in  the  water  supply,  and  although  it  was  necessary  to  enjoin  upon 
consumers  the  need  for  the  strictest  economy,  no  restrictions 
were  placed  upon  a constant  supply,  neither  has  there  been  any 
serious  complaint  of  the  quality. 

The  pressing  need  for  a supply  of  water,  by  gravitation,  to 
dwellings,  known  as  Dendron  Road,  Green  Lane,  Tithebarn, 
Minnikin  Hall  and  Longlands  was  emphasized  during  the  period 
of  drought  when  it  was  found  necessary  for  the  Council  to  cart 
water  from  the  Main  in  Station  Road  for  the  supply  of  these 
houses. 

It  is  doubtful  whether  the  pressure  in  the  mains  would 
serve  to  raise  the  water  to  a sufficient  height  in  order  that 
a constant  supply  could  be  afforded  to  the  cottages,  this  difficulty 
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together  with  the  scarcity  of  labour  and  the  greatly  increased 
price  of  materials  has  made  it  advisable  to  postpone  the  further 
consideration  of  the  undertaking. 

NEW  STREETS. — The  shortage  of  labour  and  the  greatly  increased 
price  of  materials  has  also  necessitated  a stoppage  of  all  private 
street  making,  but  several  water-bound  back  streets  have  been 
reconstructed  in  tar  macadam  and  others  tar' painted. 

SEWERAGE  AND  DRAINAGE. — Owing  to  a demand  for  recon- 
struction of  the  drainage  at  houses  situated  at  Gibraltar  and 
Green  Area,  Dalton,  it  was  found  necessary  to  lay  new  9 inch 
sewers  with  manholes  and  inspection  chambers,  the  sewers  being 
connected  with  the  main  outfall  in  the  Barrow  Road. 

THE  LOTS  (ASK AM)  OUTFALL  SEWER.  — The  outfall  at  the 
Lots,  Askam  was  a source  of  continual  complaint  and  to  obviate 
this  a new  storage  tank  has  been  constructed  which  is  discharged 
at  such  times  as  the  tides  are  favourable.  If  this,  on  observation, 
is  not  entirely  satisfactory  it  may  be  necessary  to  further  extend 
the  outfall  to  the  level  of  the  lowest  tides. 

LINDA L OUTFALL  SEWER. — Owing  to  alterations  in  mining  oper- 
ations in  the  Lindal  Area  the  outfall  from  the  sewers  was  found 
to  pollute  a stream  which  ran  through  the  area  under  the  super- 
vision of  a neighbouring  authority.  To  obviate  this,  the  old 
settling  tanks  have  been  converted  into  septic  tanks,  detritus 
and  screening  chambers  have  been  constructed  and  the  filtering 
area  has  been  enlarged,  by  these  means,  it  is  confidently  antici 
pated  that  an  effluent  will  result  which  will  be  harmless  and  will 
not  give  rise  to  any  nuisance. 

NEWTON  SEWAGE  OUTFALL. — In  my  report  for  the  year  1914  I 
mentioned  that  plans  and  estimates  had  been  submitted,  and 
land  purchased  for  the  provision  of  a more  satisfactory  outfall 
for  the  sewage  from  the  village  of  Newton.  I am  pleased  now 
to  state  that  the  work  is  well  in  hand. 

IRELETH  SEWER. — On  account  of  the  war  the  work  necessary  for 
the  carrying  out  of  the  Ireleth  Sewer  extension  has  been  delayed. 

FLUSHING  OF  DRAINS  AND  SEWERS.— The  sewers  and  Drains 
throughout  the  district  have  been  regularly  flushed  and  disinfected. 

It  has  been  necessary,  on  account  of  subsidence,  to  relay 
the  main  sewer  at  Gibraltar  and  Garden’s  Yard,  Dalton. 

URINAL. — A new  four  stall  urinal,  covered  and  provided  with  a con- 
stant flush  of  water  has  been  erected  at  the  entrance  of  Fell 
Croft,  Dalton. 
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SLAUGHTER  HOUSES. — 'The  slaughter  houses  are  subject  to  regu- 
lar inspection  and  generally  speaking  may  be  said  to  be  main- 
tained in  fair  order. 


DAIRIES  AND  COWSHEDS. — The  dairies  and  cowsheds  have  been 
kept  under  careful  supervision,  regular  monthly  visits  of  inspect- 
ion having  been  made,  but  I fear  there  is  very  little  to  be  reported 
in  the  way  of  improvements.

the  Dalton  and  New- 

ton  Districts  the  infantile  death-rate  has  risen  from  1031  per  1000 
births  to  141*5  per  rooo  ; in  the  Lindal  and  Marton  area  from 
58  8 per  1000  to  200 'o  per  1000,  whereas  in  the  Askam  and 
Ireleth  District  there  has  been  a decrease  in  the  rate  from  1 763 
per  1000  to  927  per  1000. 

I find  on  looking  through  he  Table  of  Clauses  of  Death  that 
13  of  the  infants  have  died  before  reaching  the  end  of  the  first  week 
of  life,  and  8 others  have  succumbed  before  arriving  at  the  end  of 
the  first  month  of  life,  and  it  is  probable  that  in  these  cases  the 
deaths  were  not  preventable. 

This  wastage  of  infant  life  is  very  disquieting,  if  we  take  it 
side  by  side  with  the  terrible  wastage  which  is  going  on  in  the 
manhood  of  the  country.  The  fact  that  so  much  stress  is  now 
laid  on  the  question  of  child  welfare,  and  that  so  much  has  been 
done,  and  is  being  done,  both  legislatively  and  administratively,  in 
the  direction  not  only  of  preserving  child  life,  but  also  in  the  direc- 
tion of  regarding  each  infant  as  not  merely  a child  but  at  the  same 
time  a potential  man  or  woman,  whose  physical  fitness  and  freedom 
from  disease  is  a matter  of  the  greatest  economical  concern  to  the 
community. 

Sanitary  progress  will  doubtless  do  something  to  prevent  this 
appalling  waste  of  life,  but  I think  that  all  our  efforts  in  this  direc- 
tion will  be  fruitless,  unless,  side  by  side  with  this  progress  something 
is  done  to  educate  the  mothers  of  the  nation  as  to  the  best  method 
of  rearing  healthy  offspring.

— There  have  been  12  deaths  due  to  cancerous  diseases  of 
various  organs,  equal  to  a death  rate,  from  this  disease  alone

TYPHOID  FEVER. — One  case  of  Typhoid  was  notified  at  Lindal  on 
on  the  28th  of  August  in  an  adult  male.  The  property  was  of  a 
good  class  and  very  little  fault  could  be  found  with  the  sanitary 
conditions,  beyond  the  fact  that  the  downspout  emptied  djrectly 
into  the  drains.  After  the  disease  was  reported  these  were 
disconnected  and  made  to  discharge  over  a trapped  gully. 

The  second  case  notified  as  arising  in  Dalton  on  the  3rd 
of  September  and  in  a youth  aged  16  This  boy  slept  in  a 
bedroom  at  the  top  of  the  house,  and  near  the  window  of  his 
bedroom  a large  ventilating  shaft  ended,  this  might  possibly 
discharge  sewer  gas  into  the  bedroom. 

SCARLET  FEVER.  — As  compared  with  the  year  1914  and  the  pre- 
vious year  there  has  been  a decrease  in  the  number  oi  cases 
of  Scarlet  Fever.  As  in  the  vear  1914  the  chief  incidence  of  the 
disease  fell  upon  the  Askam  and  Ireleth  districts — The  cases 
were  usually  very  mild  in  character  and  there  was  never  any 
necessity  to  resort  to  School  closure— Thirty-four  cases  were 
isolated  in  the  Infections  Hospital. 

DIPHTHERIA. — The  outbreaks  of  Diphtheria  were  confined  entirely 
to  the  Askam  and  Ireleth  district.  In  February  5 cases  were 
notified,  in  March  2,  May  1,  July  6,  August  2,  September  8, 
October  2.  Twenty-five  of  the  sufferers  were  sent  to  the  Infec- 
tious Hospital.  The  origin  of  the  outbreak  was  not  easy  to 
discover,  it  has  to  be  remembered  that  there  is  much  more 
intercommunication  between  the  population  and  residents  in 
neighbouring  towns  than  was  formerly  the  case  and  it  is  most 
likely  that  the  disease  was,  in  the  first  instance,  introduced  by 
direct  infection  and  afterwards  was  transmitted  by  school 
attendance 

SCHOOL  CLOSURE. — The  Askam  Schools  were  closed  from  the 
15th  of  March  until  the  2nd  of  April  on  account  of  an  epidemic 
of  Measles,  and  the  Ireleth  Schools  from  the  23rd  of  March  to 
the  1st  of  April  for  the  same  cause. 
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In  conclusion  I beg  to  thank  my  colleagues  to  whom  I am 
greatly  indebted  for  assistance  and  co-operation.
